The Calgary Power Company are 
advancing 2 rate for Commercial 
consumers whereby the demand 
charge is estimated on a floor ates 
basis inetead of the number and size 
of Jainps and appliances used 

This rate is available to all com 
mercial consumers Where approved 
by resolution of the council and op 
tional to the standard commercial 
rate) The rate will be made retro 
active to the January 1958) billing 
for those consumers who would bene- 
fit and who desire it. 

Under this optional rate, a rated 
wattage for the consumers’ premises 
and a corresponding monthly de 
mand charge are get according to the 
class of bu inese rnd the tloor area 
of the premises occupied The De. 
mand Charge so established remains 
unchanged regardless of the amount 
of iuterior ighting Cineluding show 
case and window lighting) inetalled 
Iu addition the consttner mas 
install single phase appliances and 
exterior lighting such as sigue and 
flood lighting «qual to one haif of the 
rated waltage for (heinterior lighting 
Wattage in excess of the amount will 
be charged at 50 percent of such ex- 
cess, The Jighting watlage rate per 
{OU equare feet of floor area varies 
according to the class of business 
For example, a garage does not re- 
quire the same intensity of lighting 
per 100 eq ft. asa drug store and 
is therefore rated accordingly. 

The monthly demand charge will 
be based on the total rated demand, 
no service being rated at less than 
1000 watts. For the first 1000 watts 
of total rated demand the standard 
service charge for 500 watts will be 
applied. For each additional 250 
watts of total rated demand, one 
half the standard commercial service 
charge for additional blocks of 260 
watts is applied. 

The advantage of this rate is gain- 
ed by the customer who wishes to 
increase the amount of lighting and 
appliances in his place of business 
and very often he is able to receive 
at least part of the energy consumed 
at the rate 2!4 cents per kilowatt 
hour.

There has never been, I nuppore, 
in the whole history of Western agri 
culture, a time when there were so 
many wheat varieties available to 
the farmer. 

This very abundance of good 
things, however, brings difticulti+s; 
formany farmers are experimenting 
by growing a number of these varie- 
ties, Such experimenting. | suggest 
from my own practical experience, | 
must be done with the greatest of 
care, otherwise farmers may find 
their crops becoming badly mixed. 

Most wheat varieties tend natural 
ly to cross with each othec; whene 
ever this occurs a veritable stream of 
hybrids are thrown off. many of 
them poor in yield and poor in 
quality Year after year these un- | 
desirable new straing increare, re-| 
sulting eventually in severe money 
Jo-ses to the farmer. 

Different varietics of wheat grown 
on one farm, therefore, should be 
kept separate from each other by a} 


wide runway, either of elewn land, | 
or by a driil row of oats, and even | 
then the greatest of care must he| 
tuken in seeding. harvesting and! 
threshing. so that the different varie- 
ties do not become mixed with each |

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The Prevention of Sleep- 


ing Sickness in Horses. 


Equine LEncephalomyelitis or 
sleeping sickness in horees is one of 
the most serious horee diseases that 
has ever appeared in Western Cana- 
da. The Province of Alberta was 
fortunate in escaping this disease un- 
til the summer of 1938, although 
outbreaks had occurred in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan in previous yeare 
and had assumed serious proportions 
duting (837 and 19388, Alberta bua, 
(uorelore, the benefit of the ex 
perience gained in combatting the 
disease in Mauitoba and saskatche- 
Wau. 

Should the disease occur in Ale 
herta this year and foilow the course 
that it hav taken elsewhere, we may 
expect it to be of a more virulent 
form and more widespread than it 
was during paet the season, when it 
occurred in more or less restricted 
areas, For these reasone it ie more 
exsential that farmers and horsemen 
acquire all the information they can 
regarding the preventive measures 
that may be taken. 

Vaccination has been found to be 
the most effective method of control. 
Experiments conducted in Canada 
and the United States uphold this 
statement, The administration of 
vaccine, however, is a preventive, 
not a cure, and vaccination to be 
effective must be done BEFORE the 
disense is contracted

scale,  Uhe price of the vaccine, in- 
ciuding the cost of administration 
will not exceed one dollar per horse 
Vherefore, it ought to be possible 
for (he majonty of the farmers in 
Aiberta to vaccinate most of their 
horses. Vaccine properly adminis 
tered assures protection for a period 
of six months. Two doses must be 
given, from seven to fourteen days 
apart, during the month of April, 
and will provide immunity until 
fall It should be pointed out that 
WO doses of vaccine are necessary 
for complete protection 

Vaccine will be available at drug 
stores, municipal offices and from 
registered veterinarians in Alberta 
Qualified veterinarians will adminis 
ter the vaccine, but in districts where 
the veterinarian is not available, ar- 
rangements have been made for some 
other authorized person to receive 
special instructions on the proper 
procedure for vaccinating animale, 

Authorities agree that mares in 
foul mav be vaccinated with safety. 
procrvteddagg ctor Ie 4 i A} 
adininistered Young fonis are very 
susceptible to the disease, aud the 
Department recommends that they 
be vaccinated when two or three days 
old, providing they are normal at 
thistime Only about one-quarter 
of the dose for an adult horse should 
be administered to a young foal. 

Farmers and horse owners are 
warned to be on guard against un- 
qualified persons advocating the use 
of any other than ‘’Chick’’ vaccine. 
the Department of Agriculture hae 
recommended the use of this product 
only after careful atudy and investi- 
gation, and as far as oan be ascer- 
tained at the present time, there is 
no other form of vaccine which is 
satisfactory. 

In conclusion, the Department of 
Agrioulture strongly urges that all 
horse owners vaccinate their horses 
with ‘‘Chick’’ vaccine during the 
month of April. If this ia done 
there will be little chance of an out- 
break causing appreciable losses and 
owners may forget their worries in- 
sofar as the danger of this disease is
